SUMMARY. 


In  the  present  list  489  articles  of  officers  of  the  University  are  recorded,  against  544  in  1886-87,  and 
389  in  1885-86.  If  32  of  these  articles  be  neglected  as  not  to  be  properly  classified,  the  rest  fall  into 
a  rough  classification  as  follows :  Bibliography,  16 ;  Theology  and  Philosophy,  44 ;  Nattiral 
Sciences,  141;  Medicine  and  Hygiene,  107:  Law,  0;  Political  Science,  23;  Education,  10; 
Archaeology  and  Antiquities,  7;  History  and  Biography,  61:  Philology,  15;  Literature,  19; 
Music  1. 

In  preparing  the  list,  circulars  were  sent  to  221  ofiicers ;  126  furnished  titles  of  their  publications, 
66  reported  no  publications,  and  29,  or  about  13%  (against  31%  in  1886-87),  made  no  reply.  As  nearly 
half  of  those  who  did  not  reply  were  known  to  have  made  some  publications,  and  several  corrected  their 
titles  in  proof,  the  present  list  is  probably  more  nearly  complete  than  its  predecessors. 
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
